Embassies on alert 


U.S. extends closure 
of 19 foreign offices 
through end of week

WASHINGTON The United States extended 
embassy closures by a week in the Middle 
East and Africa as a precaution Sunday after 
an al-Qaida threat that U.S. lawmakers said 
was the most serious in years. 

The State Department said 19 U.S. embas- 
sies and consulates would be closed through 
Saturday “out of an abundance of caution” 
and that a number of them would have been 
closed anyway for most of the week due to 
the Eid celebration at the end of the Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan. 

The United States initially closed 21 diplo- 
matic posts for the day Sunday Some of those 
will reopen Monday including in Kabul, Af- 
ghanistan; Algiers, Algeria; and Baghdad. 

Four new diplomatic posts— in Madagas- 
car, Burundi, Rwanda and Mauritius— were 
added to the closure list for the week. 

Last week, the State Department issued 
a worldwide travel alert warning Americans 
that al-Qaida may be planning attacks in 
August, particularly in the Middle East and 
North Africa. 

“There is an awful lot of chatter out there,” 
Sen. Saxby Chambliss, the top Republican on 
the Senate Intelligence Committee, said on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

He said the “chatter”— communications 
among terrorism suspects about the planning 
of a possible attack— was “very reminiscent 
of what we sawpre-9/11.” 

A National Security Agency surveillance 
program that electronically collects commu- 
nications on cellphones and emails— known 
as intercepts —had helped gather intelligence 
about this threat, Chambliss said. 

It was one of the NS A surveillance pro- 
grams revealed by former spy agency con- 
tractor Edward Snowden to media outlets. 

Those programs “allow us to have the abil- 
ity to gather this chatter,” Chambliss said. 
“If we did not have these programs, then we 
simply wouldn’t be able to listen in on the bad 
guys.” 

The threat also has prompted some Eu- 
ropean countries to close their embassies in 
Yemen, home to an al-Qaida affiliate that is 
considered one of the most dangerous. Ye-

meni soldiers blocked roads around the U.S. 
and British embassies in Sanaa, while troops 
with automatic rifles stood outside the 
French Embassy 

Interpol, the France-based international 
police agency, on Saturday issued a global 
security alert advising member states to in- 
crease vigilance against attacks after a series 
of prison breaks in Iraq, Libya and Pakistan. 


LESSONS LEARNED? 

Sen. Lindsey Graham (R-S.C.) said on CNN’s “State of the Union” that the actions taken 
to close the embassies and issue the global travel alert showed the Obama administra- 
tion had learned lessons from last year’s deadly attack in Benghazi, Libya. “Benghazi was 
a complete failure. The threats were real there. The reporting was real. And we basically 
dropped the ball,” Graham said. “We’ve learned from Benghazi, thank God, and the admin- 
istration is doing this right.”

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Baseball team painting mural to thwart gang signs

It was hard not to notice the gang signs mark- 
ing the side of a garage across from the base- 
ball field at Kelly Park, where the Brighton 
Kelly Baseball League holds its practices and 
games. 

“It stuck out like a sore thumb,” said Leo Jac- 
quez, a league coach and a 38 -year-old Brigh- 
ton Park resident. “Some of the kids started 
asking me what they {the gang signs] meant, 
and if a 10 -year-old is asking about something 
like this, it is obviously affecting them.” 

Jacquez said he could no longer ignore the 
gang-related graffiti, but instead of simply 
painting over the markings (which he noted 
the garage owners have done several times), 
he and other members of the Brighton Kelly 
Baseball League decided to use it as an oppor- 
tunity to do something for the community by 
creating a mural. 

“Our goal is to send a message to everyone 
in the {Brighton Park] community that this is 
our park, our children and our community” 
Jacquez said. “We are reclaiming our park.” 

As a longtime resident of the neighbor- 


hood, Jacquez said the Brighton Kelly Baseball 
League, which started more than 60 years ago, 
has always been a big part of the community 
The league consists of 12 teams and more than 
150 children from the neighborhood. Jacquez 
also said the league is managed by people who 
volunteer their time to help coach and mentor 
the players. 


“It really helps the kids escape from the 
violence and gangs in the community” he said. 
“For me, it’s no other feeling like seeing a kid I 
coached grow up to do positive things.” 

The league chose young artists Noel Godi- 
nez and David Barrera, who both attend Kelly 
High School across the street from the park, 
to create the baseball-themed mural. Barrera, 


who was a member of the baseball league from 
ages 8 to 12, said he is happy to be working 
with his former team again. 

“This shows the progress that the team has 
had,” the 16 -year-old Brighton Park resident 
said. “I think that once everyone sees the mu- 
ral, they’re going to see the impact that the 
team has on the community because not just 
any team would do something like this.” 

Godinez, a 16 -year-old Back of the Yirds 
resident, said while working on the mural he 
thinks it could be an effective method to stop 
gangs from vandalizing the wall in the future. 

“Covering up graffiti how the city does it 
doesn’t really help,” Godinez said. “I think {a 
mural] is the best way to end it because when 
they see that other people in the community 
are trying to do something, they’ll respect that 
more than just covering {the gang signs] up 
and know that there’s boundaries.” 

Jacquez said the Brighton Kelly Baseball 
League will unveil the finished mural at its tro- 
phy day/cookout event at Kelly Park, which 
starts at 10 a.m. Saturday

As we store more and more of our personal 
lives on smartphones, mobile security is be- 
coming increasingly crucial. A password of- 
fers some protection, but it may not deter a 
serious hacker. 

For users of Apple devices, more help 
might be on the way 

According to several reports, the next 
version of Apple’s mobile operating system 
suggests future iPhones will have biometric 
scanners that read fingerprints. A user could 
register his or her prints with the device, then 
place a thumb on the home button to unlock 
the phone. 

Fingerprint verification also could add an 
extra layer of security when making mobile 
payments, for example. 

A biometric sensor has been a rumored 
feature on the next iPhone for months. The 
rumors got a boost when a beta version of 
iOS 7 was released last week to Apple devel- 
opers. At least one developer found a folder 
called “BiometricKitUF’ containing lines of 
code that made numerous references to “fin- 
gerprint,” according to reports by 9to5Mac, 
Extreme Tech and other blogs. 

“You can then unlock your phone by put- 
ting your thumb on the home button. No 
longer will friends and family be able to pick 
up and peruse your phone — no longer will you 
have to key in your passcode every time you 
want to do something,” wrote Sebastian An- 


thony for Extreme Tech. 

Of course, many blogs trade in feverish ru- 
mors about Apple products that later prove 
unfounded, and there’s no proof that such a 
feature will show up on the next iPhone, ex- 
pected to launch this fall. 

Next Media Animation, the Taiwan-based 
production company that turns news stories 
into animated clips, has weighed in on the fin- 
gerprint scanner, suggesting it won’t appear 
on iPhones until 2014. 

Observers expect the as-yet-unnamed 
phone (iPhone 5S?) to have a faster processor, 
better battery life and an improved camera, 
possibly with a slow-motion video function. 

Apple also has been experimenting with 
larger screens for the iPhone and iPad.

huh? We’re listening

A “Dexter” spinoff? Josh Hartnett as an 
American abroad? Philip Seymour Hoffman 
as a sap? Showtime sure is keeping busy 

The network made a series of announce- 
ments Tuesday during its portion of the Tele- 
vision Critics Association press tour in Bev- 
erly Hills. Among them, hints of a “Dexter” 
spinoff. Though Showtime Entertainment 
President David Nevins would not confirm 
anything yet, the network has inked a two- 
year overall deal with “Dexter” executive pro- 
ducer Scott Buck— which prompted Nevins 
to tease, “Draw your own conclusions.” 

While folks wait for that project to be writ- 
ten in blood, Showtime is moving forward 
with other projects in the pipeline. 

The network is closer to presenting view- 
ers with a different kind of American horror 
story by casting two leads in an upcoming 
drama. Hartnett (“Pearl Harbor”) and Eva 
Green (“Casino Royale”) will star in “Penny 
Dreadful,” which Nevins promised will “scare 
the [bleep] out of people.” 

The psychological thriller centers on a 
“charming American [Harnett] who finds 
himself trapped in the darkest corners of Vic- 
torian London, while Green will play Vanessa 
Ives, a seductive and formidable beauty full of 
secrets and danger.” The eight-episode first 
season will begin production in the fall, with 
a rollout next year. 

The series is created, written and execu- 
tive produced by John Logan (“The Aviator,” 
“Gladiator”); with Oscar winner Sam Mendes 
also among its executive producers. Juan An- 
tonio Bayona, well-versed in directing scare- 


fests from his work on “The Orphanage,” will 
direct the first two episodes. 

Taking care of the funny is an Oscar-winning 
dramatic actor: Hoffman. The actor will star 
in and executive produce the network’s com- 
edy pilot “Trending Down.” The half-hour 
is billed as a “blistering attack on our youth- 
obsessed culture, and a darkly comic exami- 
nation of what it means to matter. Or matter 
not.” Hoffman will star as Thom Payne, a man 
whose purpose is threatened after his adver- 
tising agency is taken over. He’ll star opposite 
Kathryn Hahn (“Revolutionary Road”). 

The series is created, written and executive 
produced by author and “This American Life” 
contributor Shalom Auslander. 

“We are taking a markedly unconventional 
approach to process and content— a cross 
between the BBC series model and a theater 
workshop. And a meth lab,” said Auslander in 
a statement. “I wasn’t particularly interested 
in doing TV, and fortunately, neither was Phil. 
When Showtime said they weren’t either, we 
knew we had something. We don’t know what 
that is, but at least we know what it isn’t.” 

The pilot is set to begin filming on the East 
Coast this fall. It joins the network’s other pi- 
lot pickups, including “The Vatican” and “The 
Affair,” the latter of which will feature Ruth 
Wilson (“The Lone Ranger,” “Luther”) as the 
female lead. The series, which also stars Dom- 
inic West (“The Wire”), explores the ramifica- 
tions of an affair on two marriages. 

Showtime also is adding to its documentary 
library with “Time of Death.” The six-part se- 
ries spotlights terminally ill people facing the 
end stages of life and will debut in the fall.
